Defended In 
Forum Talk 

I’assionist Priest Says Work- 
f ingntan Entitled To Unions 
And A Living Wage 

Stressing the working man's 
, fundamental right to a living 
wage, Rev. Father Kenneth Ward, 
C.P., of the Passionlst Monastery, 
spoke before the Sierra Madro 
Forum in the City Hall Tuesday 
night on the relationship between 
the social teachings of the Popes 
and the present economic prob¬ 
lem. 

"Some men," Father Kenneth 
said, "dispute the right of any 
church to take a position on so¬ 
cial questions. These men con¬ 
sider the province of religion to 
be the spiritual, and by that they 
mean the unpractical. Hence their 
surprise when a Pope presumes 
to lay down principles governing 
the practical and the temporal. 
They forget the significant fact 
that on the Tables of the Law 
given by God to Moses there 
were six commandments cover¬ 
ing man's duties to his fellows, 
l'he implication is stubborn as 
the fact. 

"Others charge that the 
churches are too unworldly, too 
much occupied with purely reli- 
9 gious matters; that they do not 
inject themselves sufficiently into 
questions and controversies that 
are practical and do not exert 
41 their full influence for the bene¬ 
fit of mankind. These contradic¬ 
tory charges recall a scene in a 
certain hall of justice where One 
was falsely accused and the ac¬ 
cusations did not agree.” 

Continuing, Father Kenneth 
quoted the words of Pius XI 
which he summarized as being a 
protest against class hatred, in¬ 
humanity and violence on the 
part jot either capital or labor, 
and * a plea for mutual under 
standing and harmouious coop¬ 
eration .He said that those who 
teach that class hostility is na¬ 
tural and justified, are enemies 
of both capital and labor, "to 
economic stability-, and to politi¬ 
cal security; for suspicion lends 
to hatred, and hatred to violence 
and outrage.” 

"Harmony between classes,” he 
said, "is promoted by recalling 
that laborer and capitalist have 
in common the same nature, the 
same dignity and the same des¬ 
tiny. The cause of justice is ad¬ 
vanced by a definition of mutual 
rights and duties.” 

Referring to the encyclial let- 
t ters of Leo XIII and of Pius XI. 
Father Kenneth said, "Chiefly 
the encyclicals are renowned for 
their defense of the workingman’s 
right to a living wage, 'such as i 
will be sufficient to enable him i 
to maintain himself and his wife 
I and children in reasonable com- j 
fort.’ This right, Leo declared in 
the nineteenth century, is equally 
valid and sacred with the right 
to life, of which it is a corollary. 

"The Pope said, ‘There is a 
dictate of nature more imperious 
and more ancient than any bar- 
J g&tn between man and man, that 
the renumeration must be enough 
to support the wage earner in 
reasonable and frugal comfort. If 
through necessity or fear of a 
worse evil the workman accepts 
harder conditions, because an em- 
* -ployer or contractor will give him 
no better ,he is the victim of 
force and injustice'.” 

'Having this right to a living 
..wage,” the speaker concluded, 
""workingmen have likewise the 
further right of leaguing together 
in unions to defend by mutual 
support these their rights. 

"Social conditions have been 
* bettered since the days of Leo, 
but still there is much to be re¬ 
formed. Every one of us has a 
share of the responsibility for 
achieving it, and if we shrik that 
responsibility we are sinning 
against our brother. We can and 
should inform ourselves of the , 
means for improvement of these 
conditions, and support with all 
our strength whatever is conduc¬ 
tive to their realization.”

Assemblyman Martin Urges 
4 Need For Emergency 
Measures On Itolph 

Frank G. Martin, this district’s 
representative in the Assembly, 
was one of several legislators to 
„ petition Governor Kolph to call 
an extraordinary session of the 
State’s law-makers for the en¬ 
actment of tax and other emer- 

• gency legislation. In his letter to 
the Governor, Assemblyman Mar¬ 
tin said: 

“There are several problems, so 
acute and so pressing for the 
people of California, vitally af¬ 
fecting their material interests, 
that I believe the situation as a 
whole justifies you, as Governor 
of California, to declare that an 
emergency exists throughout the 
State, warranting you in sum¬ 
moning the State Legislature in 
special session at an early date 
to consider legislation to relieve j 
these emergency conditions. I | 
would urge such special session 
and I suggest that the following ! 
be the program for consideration j 
and legislative action: 

"1—Extending, for one year, 
from April 20th, 1934, to April 
20, 1933 that provision of 1933 
legislation which permits the de¬ 
linquent taxpayer to redeem his 
property without paying accrued 
penalties, but by paying only 7 
per cent interest per annum; this 
additional relief is sorely needed 
and v/ould keep many properties 
on the tax rolls. I would make 

• no other changes affecting tax 
delinquencies. 

“2—Consider extension, for a 
limited period, of the moratorium 
*’ on mortgages and trust deeds, on 
terms which would enable many 
deserving home-owners to save 
their properties against fore¬ 
closure, and yet protect the rea¬ 
sonable and legitimate rights and 
interests of holders of mortgages 
and trust deeds. 

“3 Repeal the statute which 
empowers the State Board of 
Control to levy ad valorem taxes. 

I do not believe this power should 
exist. I do not believe that pres¬ 
ent conditions or any prospective 
situation justifies the use of this 
arbitrary power to impose bur¬ 
densome additional taxes upon 
comma' .fyoperty. The fear of an 
ad vwjuas' tax this year has a 
deptrf*?,^ effect all over the

F. Dexter, president of Whittier 
college for 11 years, until his 
resignation last year, decided this 
week to become a candidate for 
the GOP nomination, which is 
also sought by former Assembly- 
man Fred Houser of Alhambra. 
There is possibility that Otis 
Wickizer, former publisher of 
South Pasadena Foothill Review, 
and widely known throughout 
Southern California as a news¬ 
paperman and publicist, may seek 
the Democratic nomination 
against Hoeppel. Hoeppel, a Re¬ 
publican, switched his party af¬ 
filiation a few weeks before the 
election last year and rode to 
Washington on the Roosevelt tide. 

Los Angeles County has by far 
the greatest number of classes 
in operation under the new 
emergency adult education pro¬ 
gram, according to statistics re¬ 
cently released by Vierling Ker¬ 
sey, State Superintendent of Pub¬ 
lic Instruction. There are 594 
teachers employed here now, as 
compared with 337 in Alameda 
County, and 144 in San Fran¬ 
cisco. During March a total of 
$100,000 was spent in the State 
from Federal funds made avail¬ 
able for the purpose. In Sierra 
Madre alone there are a half 
dozen instructors employed.

GARDEN NOTES

D AHLIAS can be planted now. 
Divide old clumps. Be sure 
that each division has an 
eye to sprout from. Chrysanthe¬ 
mums should be planted now, too. 

Plant for summer flowers, As¬ 
ters, Zinnias, Marigolds, Bachel¬ 
or Buttons, Phlox, Larkspur, Del¬ 
phiniums, Petunias, Salvia, Ver¬ 
benas, Gaillardias, Ageratums, 
Portulacas and Scabiosas. 

Dust roses with sulphur and 
spray for aphis. Look out for 
snails or you will lose many of 
your small plants like zinnias and 
delphiniums. 

Renovate burmuda grass lawns 
by raking out runners and sow¬ 
ing blue grass and clover seed 
all through it and then covering 
it with weedless steer manure, 
using one bag to 300 square feet 
of lawn. 

Lawns should be lightly 
sprinkled two or three times a 
day after sowing seed so that 
they will not dry out while seed 
is germinating. 

It is a good time to plant new 
roses now as they are in bloom 
at the nursery and you can see 
what you are buying. 

Try Rosy Morn Petunias for 
color in the garden. They grow 
low and will cover bare ground. 
They require very little care, too. 

The new Guiney Gold Mari¬ 
golds are easy to grow and will 
give an abundance of bloom 
through the summer. The single 
or rainbow asters make very

State elementary and high 
schools received $38,515,176 from 
the retail sales tax money made 
available for the 1933-34 fiscal 
year, it was reported by the 
State department of public in¬ 
struction this week, This leaves 
a residue of nearly $10,000,000 
which will be handled through 
the general fund.

Show And Institute 
Will Be Held In May

Garden Club Sees 
How Famed Trees 
Of India Thrive Here 


The ninth annual California 
Avocado Show will be held in 
Whittier this year from Tuesday, 
May 8, through Saturday, May 
12. Growers are urged to save 
fruit for the big event. Commu¬ 
nities are also invited to put in 
displays. The show will be far 
larger this year than ever before, 
according to plans. 

On Tuesday, May 8, the Cali¬ 
fornia avocado Association will 
hold its annual institute and eve¬ 
ning dinner. All growers are in¬ 
vited to both the institute and 
the dinner. The all day cultural- 
marketing sessions begin in the 
morning, with outstanding leaders 
addressing the growers on the 
various topics at the Whittier 
Woman's Club. 

Quality of avocados in the 
fifth marketing pool of the Ca- 
lavo Growers Exchange was so 
excellent that 75 percent of the 
total tonnage handled received 
the highest grading, Practically 
the entire tonnage was of the 
two leading calavo-type varieties, 
the Fuerte and the Puebla. This 
fifth, or February .marketing pool 
also achieved additional note, as 
it is the most outstanding mar¬ 
keting pool to date this season in 
comparative returns, “net” to 
growers at their groves. 


The Sierra Madre Garden Sec¬ 
tion visited the famous Hartwood 
Gardens at Sierra Madre Villa 
last Thursday. 

This mecca of botanists and 
garden lovers is in full flower, 
and Karl Hart, the owner, him¬ 
self an authority on plant life, 
described the many examples of 
rare shrubs and trees. Of out¬ 
standing interest was the Monte¬ 
zuma cypress (taxodium mucro- 
natum) from Mexico, and the 
sacred fig (ficus religioso I from 
India, the latter used by the 
priests in ceremonials. 

A mountain ebony, or orchid 
tree, (bauhinia purpurea) in this 
favored locale, has reached a | 
height of 25 feet, and from the 
topmost branches to the ground 
is covered with exquisite pink 
flowers. A smaller but equally 
beautiful bauhinia alba with its 
shower of white flowers, and 
branches interlacing with those of 
the pink tree, forms a back¬ 
ground for a low growing grey 
tamarix. 

The purpurea, considered the 
showiest small tree in India, will 
grow to a height of 15 feet in 
two years in this region, and was 
discussed by the section for street 
planting.
